JAPAN WILL STAND BY CHINA 


AGAINST RUSSIA. 


Washington, April 3.—Although 


no official notice lias reached here of 
the reported departure of Prince la 
Hung 'Chang from -Pekin for Shang- 
hai, 
the officials are inclined to be- 


lieve it is true, and that Li Hang 
Chang* is really leaving Fekia foi 
good and "because the emperor is dis- 
pleased with his conduct of the ne- 
gotiations. 


It was known here when Li Hung 


Chang1 was made one of the peace 
envoys that he was pro-Russian in 
sentiment, but there was no cause 
for complaint on that score until the 
Manchurian agreement came up for 
consideration* 


Now it ia believed by officials here 


that J>i Hang Chang proved so ear- 
nest an advocate of the Russian cause 
and has so stienuously worked ior 
the signature of the agreement that 
his own government liias felt obliged 
to deprive him of power to further 
that agreement If this understand 
ing is correct it is believed that an 
effectual check has (been adminis- 
tered to Russia in her designs upon 
Manchuria, for it is thought the em- 
peror of China would scarcely have 
acted in this summary fashion had 
he not received assurances of Fup- 
port from some of the other powers 


Mr. Rock'hill has not yet acquaint- 


ed the government with the exact 
language oi the agreement said to 
have been reported at Pekin as to 
the Chinese ioits, but taking th» 
press accounts of the 
ministerial 


meeting as accurate, it is gathered 
that Secretary Hay's 
views have 


formed the basis of the agreement. 


The original proposition, strongly 


backed by most of 
the 
European 


powers, was to completely destroy 
the Chinese forts in the G-ulf of ?e- 
Chi-Li and on the road from Taku to 
Pekin, 
The state department felt 


that it would be in&xpedient to pro- 
ceed so far and leave China naked 
to the attack of the meanest fo«. 
Therefore the powers were urged to 
content themselves with the simple 
dismantlement of the forts, leaving 
them in condition to be again mount- 
ed with guns in a reasonable time. 


It is believed here that this pro- 


ject has been accepted, for it appears 
from the language of the press dis- 
patches that the only fort ordered 
to be "destroyed" is one on a point 
in the Pei river, which is to be re- 
moved simply because it forms an 
obstacle to navigation. 


BROWN ItfCItfEtfT ADJURED. 


Washington, April 3.—A 
cable- 


gram has been received at the state 
department from United States Min- 
ister Allen at Seoul, stating briefly 
that the HcLevy-Brown 
difficulty 


has been 
satisfactorily 
adjusted. 


Brown was an Englishman charged 
with the management of the Corean 
customs department and it was re- 
ported that he had been removed un- 
der Russian influence. 


Although Mr. Allen does not state 


directly the basis of settlement, it 13 
known that 
his sympathies 
were 


strongly with Mr. Brown, so it is 
believed that the official has been 
reinstated. 


1'he immediate result of this set- 


tlement is to remove what promised 
to be an ugly issue between the Uni- 
ted States and Russia, for the Amer- 
ican minister's report shows clearly 
that Brown's removal would have 
seriously injured 'American commer- 
cial interests in Corea. 


TREATY NOT {REJECTEE. 


N"ew York, April 3.*-<A dispatch to 


the Herald from Pekin says: 


Despite statements to the effect 


that China has not rejected the Uttan- 
churian convention, it i» thought 
here that she will probably do so, 


Japan has given to China written 


assurances that she -will share the 
consequences of China's refusal 1 o 
sign the [Russian treaty. 


The peace negotiations are at a 


standstill,

REJECT OFFER OF THE BOSSES 


PAINTERS AND PAPER HANG- 


ERS ARE STILL OUT. 


Held Another Meeting This Mom- 


ing—President Says Some Bosses 


Have Signed the Scale. 


At their meeting this morning the 


union painters and paper hangers 


•who have been on a stnke for several 
days, voted unanimously to reject 
the offer of the contractois, made 
aftei a consultation last evening. 


•This was an oflev of 22% cents per 


hour for painters and £5 cents for 
paper hangers, but it does not come 
up to the figures set by the union 
workmen, and the stroke is still in 
progress. 
The meeting of the con- 


tractors last evening was attended by 
about forty members, and the offer 
to the workmen was transmitted by 
mail 'today. 
While it is expected 


that an adjustment of the difficulty 
may "be leached within -a short time, 
nobody seems at this time able to say 
just how it will come about 


PRESIDENT LEEDNERT TALKS, 
H. C. Lehnert, pi evident of the 


Painters' and Paper Hangers' union, 
said this afternoon: 


"The notice in the paper this morn- 


ing- to the effect 'that no union painlt- 
erg or paper hangers tare employed 
in the city today and requesting all 
union, men to allow no work of that 
kind to be done in their (homes dur- 
ing the sltrike has had its effect 
Painters who persist in working tin 
opposition to the union have been 
sent atray from many homes. 


"The Painters' and Paper Hangers' 


union will appeal to all union men 
and their wives to permit no work of 
this kind 'to be done in their homes 
or on property which -they control 
until the present difficulty is adjust- 
ed. 
Committees from the union will 


undertake to thoroughly inform any 
persons now ignorant of present un- 
satisfactory 
conditions prevailing 


and to request *that all work ,he 
stopped untJil a settlement has been 
made of the questions at issue. 
We 


believe that union men and union 
sympathizers will be loyal to the 
principles at stake in the present 
difficulty. 


"The communication of the bosses 


offeilng 22]4 cents 
an hour for 


painters and 25 cents an hour for 
paper hangers -was read at the meet- 
ing of the uiiion this morning and 
was unanimously rejected, but this 
proposition in itself shows the falacy 
of the claim of many bosses that they 
were paying 25 cents an hour before 
the sti'ike. 


"The sympathy of the mass of the 


people in all walks of life is <vtitih us 
in the fight for better conditions and 
recognition of the union. 
"People 


realize that with the loss of time oc-«" 
oas'ioned by the weather and the 
large pant of the year that the trade 
is idle that this is not too much. 


"Many 'new members are being 


added to the unioni and the commit- 
tees are out all the _tiroe looking for 
men who may still be at work, get- 
ting them to stop and securing them 
as union members. 


"Some of the bosses whose men 


went out on a strike have already 
signed the scale, and this break in 
the ranks of the bosses looks well 
for ithe success of the Painters' and 
Paper Hangers7 union."

HAD AGREED TO DIE 


FRAKK JONES TELL OF HIS 


SUICIDAL ATTEMPT. 


PATRICK TO KILL HIMSELF 


MOKE SENSATIONS IN THE UICE 


POISONING CASE. 


CONFESSION 
IS 
CONTINUED 


WHY PATRICK 
WANTED BICE 


TO DIE QUICKLY. 


New York, April 3.—Charles P. 


Jones, valet and secretary to the late 
William M. Bice, the millionaire 
texan, for causing whose death Al- 
bert T. Patrick is on trial, continued 
the giving of his testimony today. 
Scarcely less sensational was it than 
on yesterday aftqrnoon, when Jones, 
with great calmness and absence of 
feeling, told how he had, at the in- 
stigation of Patrick, administered 
poison to the aged millionaire and 
finally killed him by means of chloro- 
form* 


Jones' testimony today related in 


large part to his attempt to commit 
suicide in the Tombs prison, his 
statement being that Patrick had 
agreed to commit suicide at the same 
time. 


Jones began today by relating that 


on Monday, the day following Bice's 
death, four men who represented 
themselves to be lawyers called at 
the flat and asked qxiestions concern- 
ing the circumstances surrounding 
the death. 
Jones told Patrick he 


thought these men were detectives. 
The next morning Jones went to po- 
lice headquarters. When he returned 
home he found a number of detec- 
tives in the place. On Tuesday after- 
nopn he was taken to police head- 
quarters, where he was questioned. 
He found patrick also at headquar- 
ters, 


Patrick told Jones he had discov- 


ered the will witnessed in his (Pat- 
rick's) office and a number of bogus 
letters were written on the will mat- 
ter. 


On this occasion, Jones testified, 


Patrick asked when Bice had last 
been given mercury. 


"I told 'him on Thursday," said 


Jones. 


"Patiick then told me that there 


would not be any traces of that left 
in the system at the time of the 
autopsy, and that the embalming 
fluid would kill all traces of tl^e ox- 
alic acid, which was a vegetable 
poison." 


Witness then told of Mi*. House 


having come to the apartments on 
Tuesday, where he met Patrick. The 
two had a long talk, which Jones did 
not hear. The so-called Patrick will 
was then brought up, Jones said lie 
had told Patrick that the provisions 
for Bice's relatives' interests, which 
was discovered on the day following 
Rice's death, were too small, and 
that it would be impossible to get it 
probated. Patrick, Jones said, then 


d' 
the so-called "Patrick' will 


drawn. 
The witness related 
at 


length the incidents of the day when 
the body of Bice was "cremated. 


While the testimony about the will 


was being given, Captain Baker, of 
Texas, who was an executor of the 
1896 will, entered the trail room. 
He carried a bundle of papers and 
some typewritten matter and said 
he might be called as a witness* 


From the events of the day on 


which the body was cremated Jones 
passed over to the happenings of Oc- 
tober 4, the evening of the day he 
was arrested, 


Jones said he was taken to police 


headquarters at about 10 o'clock in. 
the evening and was" taken down- 
stairs and locked up an hour later. 
He said before he was locked up that 
he had made a statement which was 
entirely fictitious and of which he 
could not recall even the most salient 
features* 


Jones then told how Mr. House had 


been appointed lawyer of both Pat- 
rick and himself and the events sur- 
rounding their commitment to the 
Tombs. From here Jones passed to 
his attempt to commit suicide. 


"Some time before I tried to <oom- 


mit suicide Mr. House came to tme in 
tflie tombs and wanted to know if a 
murder had been committed, I toM 
him there had "been no murder." 


'Lawyer Moore objected. 
He said 


it was not a question of privilege4, 
but that the two defendants 'Irad the 
same c&unsel; what went on between 
one defendant and the oounsel could 
not under the laws of evidence be 
permitted. 


Mr. O&boine said he did not want 


any of the conversa'tion between 
Jones and his counsel, and asked the 
former to confine himself exclusive- 


to any 
conversation that had 


taken place between himself and 
Patrick* 


Justice Jerome allowed the evi- 


dence already given to stand. 


"On the dtiy before the attempt \was 


rutule," said Jones, *'Patrick and I 
had a talk in the reception room at 
the tombs. 
Patrick told me his 


means were exhausted and that they 
were in despera te straits* Pat- 
r^ck wanted me to shoulder the re* 
sponsibility for the time. 
I told 


him I would not confess unless I 
could tell a straight story. 
I said 


I would rather kill myself on accotuut 
of the disgrace of the thing. Patiick 
said this might be the best thing for 
us both, and said he would kill him- 
self too. 
He said he had a small 


knife in his cell. 
The knife would 


do for one and he would try to get 
some carbolic acid from Mr. Potts. 


"He gave me the knife. I put it 


in my shoe and took it to my cell. 
Later Potts called. Patrick told me 
Potts would not get him the poison. 
About 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
after I had gotten the knife, I sat in 
my cell writing some letters and pre- 
paring for the end. Just then I was 
called to the district attorney's office, 
While there I made a confession. I 
was brought back to my cell in the 
evening and at about 4 o'clock in the 
morning I tried to cut my throat," 


Jones then told of being taken to 


Bellevue and there making a new 
confession. 
The new confession is 


the one on which his present testi- 
mony is based. 


Jones explained today what he 


meant yesterday when he said thai 
Patrick did not wish Bice* to live un- 
til Monday, ns on that day a draft 
would be payable. The witness said 
that a week 01 so before the death of 
Rice, certain oil wells in Texas in 
which he was interested were de- 
stroyed by fire. Bice resolved to le- 
build them and bound himself to 
provide nearly $200,000 for .the re- 
building. On t-e strength of these 
the oil well people drew for $25,000, 
the draft being payable on Monday, 
Sept. 24. Jones testified again today 
that Patrick wished to avoid the pay- 
ment of this money, 


"I said/' witness continued, "on 


Saturday that the old mail would 
probably drop off. Patrick said we 
could not rely on that, but had /to get 
him out of the way the next day " 


A number of telegrams sent by 


Jones notifying relatives of Bice's 
death were placed in evidence. 


CAPITAL STOCK IS REDUCED 


NATIONAL TELEPHONE STOCK- 


HOLDERS IN SESSION. 


Vote to Bring Authorized Capital 


Down to $25.0,000 and Talk 


Ovei Pjoposed Extensions, 


Stockholder of the National Tele- 


phone and Telegraph company held a 
postponed meeting this moaning- at 
the offices of the Port Wayne Trust 
company, and the most impoitant 
business transacted was the reduc- 
tion of the capital stock of the com- 
pany from $1,000,000 down to $250,- 
000. 


The explanation for this move is 


found in the fact that the state of 
West Virginia, in which the National 
company is incorporated, has recent- 
ly passed a law assessing a rather 
burdensome , tax upon the 
capital 


stock of the National company, which 
was an even million dollars. Not near- 
ly that amount of stock had been is- 
sued, and the company finds that the 
$250,000 now issued will be ample 
for its purposes. 
Consequently it 


was deemed unwise to pay an incor- 
poration tax to the state of West Vjir- 
ginza upon $750,000 worth of stock 
which had never been issued, and the 
retrenchment was made today accord- 
ingly. The laws permit the increase 
of the capital stock at any time it be- 
comes necessary. 


Theie was a large attendance of 


stockholders at the meeting -today, it 
being the first session since the with- 
drawal of the eastein interests from 
the company and the admission of 
new local capital. The matter of pro- 
posed extension of the National lines 
westward from Columbia City and 
Wabdsh, as well as a number of 
farmer lines, was gone over* It is the 
intention to thoroughly develop the 
iield now occupied. 


An adjourned meeting will be held 


next Monday afternoon at 5 o'clock 
to select four directors to replace the 
New York men formerly upon the 
board.

the letter the 


mayor called ton the treasurer of 
the board of school trustees to ar- 
range for the immediate prosecution 
of the work. 
The board will take 


up the matter at the next regular 
meeting, which occurs on next Mon- 
day evening, and 'then ithe matter 
will be /thoroughly discussed. 
In a 


previous letter Mr. Carnegie sug- 
gested that Mr* Anderson, of the 
Carnegie library at 'Pittsburg, would 
'at any time be pleased tto give hints 
as to plans, etc. 
It has heen sug- 


gested that probably Mr, Anderson 
has a thousand or two plans at hand 
which have been submitted by archi- 
tects all over the country, from which 
some valuable suggestions could be 
taken. 
It is probable that the 


board and the city authorities will 
select a resident architect as superin- 
tendent of the construction and with 
him and a carefully selected -commit- 
tee ia visit will be made in the imme- 
diate future. 
Then plans can be 


adopted, specifications can be pre- 
pared, the work advertised for and 
building can be actually commenced. 
It is the intention of the authorities 
to push the construction of the li- 
brary as rapidly 'as is compatible 
with good workmanship.

AN ALLEN COUNTY PIONEER 


MBS. N. E, M'DOHALD UXPIBES 


AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Was the Widow of a Former Sheriff 


of This County—Mother of E. H, 


McDonald, of This City. 


Mrs, N. E, McDonald, one of the 


earlier residents of Allen county and 
very widely known among older res- 
idents, died Tuesday at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. Bobert Stratton, 
in Minneapolis* The sad intelligence 
of her death came Tuesday evening in 
a telegram to her son, E, H. McDon- 
ald, of this city, 


Mrs. 
McDonald was seventy-nine 


years of age. She was born in the 
east, of revolutionary 
stock, her 


father having been a soldier in the 
conflict for independence. With her 
brothers, Nathan, Lucius, William 
and Wilson Palmer, she came to Al- 
len county at an early day and set- 
tled in Scipio township, when that 
section was little more than a wilder- 
ness. For a time the young lady 
taught school in that township. 


About 1841 she was united in mar- 


riage to William H. McDonald, who 
was prominent in the earlier history 
of the county, and who served as 
sheriff from 1850 to 1854. 
For some 


years after the expiration of Mr, Mc- 
Donald's official term the family re- 
sided on their farm near this city, 
later removing to Fort Wayne, where 
Mr. McDonald died, and his widow 
went to make her home with her 
daughter, Mrs, Stratton, 
Twelve 


years ago they removed to Minneapo- 
lis. 


Mrs. 
McDonald was a widely- 


known lady of highest character; a 
representative of the type of splen- 
did pioneer spirits that brought 
about the material and social develop- 
ment of this section during its earlier 
days, and she enjoyed in the fullest 
measure the warmest friendship and 
esteem of all who knew her. There 
are three surviving children—E. H, 
McDonald, of this city; Dr. B* P. Mc- 
Donald, of Goshen, and Mrs. Robert 
Stratton, of Minenapolis.

Pittsburgh April 3.™From early 


morning until noon Pittsburg has 
been in the toils of one of the worst 
snow storms ever experienced in this 
region. 


At about 6 o'clock this morning a 


heavy, clinging snow began falling 
and it was m>t long before wires be- 
gan snapping in all directions and 
telegraph, 'telephone and trolley car/ 
service to all the suburbs was prac- 
tically suspended. 


Miles of poles are down, making 


the streets literally «. net work <o£ 
wires.

Washington, April 3.—Although 


no official notice has reached here of 
the reported departure of Prince Li 
Hung- Chang- from 'Pekin for Shang- 
hai, the officials are inclined to be- 
lieve it is true, and that Li Hang 
Chang- is really leaving Peki.i for 
good and because the emperor is dis- 
pleased with his conduct of the ne- 
gotiations. 


It was known here when Li Hung 


Chang- was made one of the peace 
envoys that he was pro-Russian in 
sentiment, but there was no cause 
for complaint on that score until the 
Maiichurian agreement c.imc up for 
consideration. 


Now it is. believed by oflicials here 


Hint Li Hung' Cii:in«- proved so fi.ii- 
nest an advocate of tlie Russian cause 
and has so strenuously wnrked i'or 
the signature of tho ng-reeinunt that 
his own government has felt obliged 
to deprive him of power to fuvt.'iei1 


th.it agreement. If tills understand- 
ing is correct it is believed that an 
cfi'eclunl check has been adminis- 
tered to Russia in her designs upon 
Manchuria, for it is thought th? rm- 
peror of China would scarcely have 
acted in this summary fashion had 
he not received assurances of sup- 
port fi-om some of the other powers. 


Mr. Rockhill has not yet acquaint- 


ed the government with the exact 
language of the agreement said to 
have been reported at Pekin as to 
the Chinese forts, but

that Secretary Hay's

The original proposition, strongly 


backed -by most of 
the 
European 


powers, was to completely destroy 
the Chinese forts in the Gulf of Pe- 
Clii-Li and uii -the road from Takti to 
1'ekin. 
The state department felt 


that it would bs intxpedient to pro- 
ceed so far and leave China naked 
to the 
attack 
of the meanest fos. 


Therefore -the powers were urged to 
content themselves with the simple 
dismantlement of the forts, leaving 
them in condition to be again mount- 
ed with guns in a reasonable time. 


It is believed here that this pro- 


ject has been accepted, for it appears 
from the language of the press dis- 
patches that the only fort ordered 
to be- -destroyed'1 is one on a point 
in tlie Pei river, which is to be re- 
moved simply because it forms an 
obstacle to navigation. 


BROWN INCIDENT ADJUSTED. 
; 


Washington, April 3.—A 
cable- 


gram -has been received at the state 
department from United States Min- 
uter Allen, at Seoul, stating- briefly 
that the McLevy-Brown 
difficulty 


has been 
satisfactorily 
adjusted. 


Brown was an Englishman charged 
with the mnnngement of the Coreaii 
customs department and it was re- 
ported that he had been removed un- 
der Russian influence. 


Although -Mr. Allen does not state 


directly the basis of settlement, it is 
known that 
his sympathies wers 


strong-ly with Mr. Brown, so it is 
believed that the otftcinl has been 
reinstated. 


The immediate result of this set- 


tlement is to remove what promised 
to be an ugly issue between the Uni- 
ted States and Russia, for the Amer- 
ican minister's report shows clearly 
that Brown's removal would have 
seriously injured 'American commer- 
cial interests in Coren. 


TREATY NOT REJECTED. 


New York. April 3.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Pekin says: 


Despite statements 
to the effect 


that China has not rejected the Han- 
churian 
convention, it is thought 


here that she will probably do so. 


Japan has given to China written 


assurances that she will share the 
consequences of China's refusal i o 
sign the Russian treaty. 


The peace negotiations .ire at n 


standstill.

who have been on a strike for several 
days, vote:l nn n n i in on si y to reject 
the offer of the contractors, m.ide 
after :i consultation last evening-. 


liiti V/JIM an offer of Q%]f. emits per 


hour for painters and 25 cents for 
paper hangers, but it' does not come 
up to Ihu figures set by the union 
workmen, and the strike is still, in 
progre'ss. 
Tho meeting- of t-he con- 


tractors last evening was attended by 
about forty members, and the offer 
io the workmen was transmitted by 
mail today. 
While it is expected 


that an adjustment of the difficulty 
may be reached within a short time, 
nobody seems at this time -able to say 
just how it will noine about. 


PRESIDENT LEHNERT TALKS. 
H. C. Lehnert, 
president of the 


Painters' and Paper Hangers' union, 
said "this afternoon: 


"The notice in the paper this morn- 


ing 
1 to tlie efl'ect that no union -paint- 


ers or paper hangers are employed 
in the city today and requesting' all 
union men to allow no work of that 
kind to be done in their homes dur- 
.ng the strike -has had its effect. 
Painters who persist in working- an 
opposition to the union have been 
sent away from many homes. 


';The Painters' and Paper Hangers' 


union will appeal to all union men 
ind their wives to permit 110 work of 
.his kind to be done in their homes 
or on property which they control 
until the present difficulty is adjust- 
ed. 
Committees from the union will 


undertake to thoroughly inform any 
aersons now ignorant of present un- 
satisfactory 
conditions prevailing 


and to request that all work ,be 
stopped until n settlement has been 
made of the questions at issue. 
We 


Believe that union men and union 
sympathizers will be loyal to the 
principles at stake in the present 
difficulty. 


The communication of the bosses 


offpiing- 22J^ cents 
an 
hour for 


aainters and 25 cents an hour for 
paper hangers was read at the -nieet- 
ug of the union this morning and 
was unanimously rejected, but this 
proposition in itself shows the falacy 
of the cliiim of many bosses that they 
were paying 25 cents an hour before 
the stiike. 


•The sympathy of the mass of the 


people in all walks of life is with us 
in the fight for better conditions and 
recognition of the union. 
People 


realize that with the loss of time oc-' 
casioned by the weather and the 
large part of the year that the trade 
is idle that this is not too much. 


•''Many new members are being 


idded to tlie union and the commit- 
.ees are out all the time looking for 
men who may still be at work, get- 
:ing them tr> stop and securing them 
is union members. 


Some of the bosses whose men 


went out on a strike ha.v« already 
s'ignad the scale, and this break, in 
the r.inhs nf the bosses looks well 
for the success of the Painters* and 
Paper Hangers' union."

SUICIDAL ATTEMPT. 


PATRICK TO KILL HIMSELF 


MORE SENSATIONS IN THE RICE 


POISONING CASE. 


CONFESSION 
IS 
CONTINUED 


WHY PATRICK 
WANTED RICE 


TO DIE QUICKLY. 


New York, April 3.—Charles '£. 


Jones, valet and secretary to the late 
William M. Rice, the millionaire 
Texan, for causing whose death Al- 
bert T. Patrick is on trial, continued 
the giving1 of his testimony today. 
Scarcely Jess sensational was it than 
on yesterday afternoon, when Jones, 
•with great calmness and absence of 
feeling, told how lie had, at the in- 
stigation of Patrick, administered 
poison to the aged millionaire and 
finally killed him by means of chloro- 
form. 


Jones' testimony today related in 


large part to his attempt to commit 
suicide in the Tombs prison, his 
statement- being* that Patrick had 


eed to commit nnieide at the same 


time. 


Jonos began i.oduy by relating that 


on Monday, the day following' Rice's 
death, four men who represented 
themselves to be lawyers called at 
the ilat: and asked questions concern- 
ing1 the circumstances surrounding 
the death. 
Jones (old Patrick ha 


thought these men were detectives. 
The next morning Jones went to po- 
lice headquarters. When he returned 
home he found a. number of detec- 
tives in the place. On Tuesday after- 
noon he was taken to police head- 
quarters, where he was questioned. 
He found putrick ;ilno at headquar- 
ters. 


Patrick told Joues he had discov- 


ered the will witnessed in his (Pal- 
rick's) oflice ami n number of bogus 
letters were written on the will mat- 
ter. 


On this occasion, Jones testified. 


Patrick asked when Rice had last 
been given mercury. 


"I told him on Thursday," said 


Jones. 


'Patrick then told me that there 


would not be any traces of that left 
in the system at the time of the 
autopsy, and that the embalming 
fluid would kill all traces of the ox- 
alic acid, which was a vegetable 
poison." 


Witness then told of Mr. House 


having come to the apartments on 
Tuesday, where he met Patrick. The 
two had a long talk, which Jones did 
not hear. The so-called Patrick will 
was then brought up. Jones said he 
had told Patrick that the provisions 
for Rice's relatives' interests, which 
was discovered on the day following 
Rice's death, were too small, and 
that it would be impossible to get it 
probated. Patrick, Jones said, then 
liad' the so-called "Patrick ' will 
drawn. 
The 
witness 
related 
at 


length the incidents of the day when 
the body of Ilice was cremated. 


While the testimony about the will 


was being given, Captain Baker, of 
Texas, who was an executor of the 
1S9G 
will, entered the trail room. 


He carried a bundle of papers and 
some typewritten matter mid said 
lie might be called as a witness. 


From the events of the dny on 


which the body was cremated Jones 
passed, over to the happenings of Oc- 
tober 4, the evening of the day he 
ivas arrested. 


Jones said he wns taken to police 


headquarters at about 10 o'clock in 
the evening and was taken down- 
stairs nud locked up an hour later. 
He said before he was locked up that 
he had made a statement which was 
entirely fictitious and of which lie 
could not recaM even the most salient 
features. 


Jones then told how Mr. House had 


been appointed lawyer of both Pat- 
rick and himself and the events sur- 
rounding their commitment to the 
Tombs. From here Jones passed to 
his attempt to commit suicide. 


'Some time before I tried to com- 


mit suicide Mr. House came to aue in 
the tombs and wanted to know if n 
murder had been committed. I told 
him there had been no -murder." 


Lawyer Moore objected. 
He said 


t was not. a. question of privilege, 
bul that 'the two defendants -had the 
same counsel; what went on between 
one defendant and the counsel could 
not under the laws of evidence be 
permitted. 


Mr. Osborne said he did not want 


any of 
the 
conversation between 


Jones and hie counsel, 'and asked the 
'armor to confine himself exclusive- 


ly to any 
conversation, that had 


taken place between himself and 
Patrick. 


Justice Jerome allowed the evi- 


dence" already given to stand. 


"On the day before the attempt was 


made," said Jones, ''Patrick and I 
had a talk in the reception room at 
the tombs. 
Patrick told me his 


me.ins were exhausted and that they 
were in desperate straits. Pat- 
rick wanted mo to shoulder the re- 
sponsibility for the time. 
I told 


him I would not 'confess unless I 
could tell a straight story. 
I said 


I would rather kill myself on account 
of the disgrace of the thing. Patrick 
said this might be the best thing for 
us both, and said he would kill him- 
self too. He said he had a small 
knife in his cell. 
The knife would 


do for one and he would try to get 
some carbolic acid from Mr. PoLts. 


"He gave me the knife. I put It 


in my shoe and took it to my cell. 
Later Potts called. Patrick told me 
Potts would not get him the poison. 
About 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, 


after I had gotten the knife, I sat in 
my cell writing1 some letters and pre- 
paring1 for the end. Just then I was 
called to the district attorney's office. 
While there I made a confession. I 
was brought back to my cell in the 
evening and fit about 4. o'clock in the 
morning I tried to cut my throat." 


Jones then told of being taken to 


Bellevue and there making a new 
confession. 
The new confession is 


the one on which his present testi- 
mony is based. 


Jones explained today what he 


meant yesterday when he said tha't 
Patrick did not wish Bice' to live un- 
til Monday, UK on that day a draft 
would be payable. The witness said 
that a week or so before the deatli of 
Rice, certain oil wells in Texas in 
which he was interested were de- 
stroyed by fire. Rico resolved to re- 
build them and bound himself to 
provide nearly ^00,000 for the re- 
building. On t_e strength of these 
the oil well people drew for $25,000, 
the draft being payable on Monday, 
Sept. 2-1. Jones testified again today 
that Patrick wished to avoid the pay- 
ment of this money- 


"I said," witness continued, "on 


Saturday that HIP old man would 
probably drop off. Patrick said we 
could not rely on that, but had -to get 
him out oE the way the next day." 


A number 01' telegrams sent by 


Jones notifying relatives of Rice's 
death were placed in evidence. 


CAPITAL STOCK IS REDUCED 


NATIONAL TELKPHONE STOCK- 


HOLDERS IN SESSION. 


Vote to Bring' Authorized Capital 


Down to 3250,000 and Talk 


Over Proposed Extensions. 


Stockholders of the National Tele- 


phone and Telegraph company held a 
postponed meeting this morning at 
the offices of the Fort Wayne Trust 
company, and the most important 
business transacted was the reduc- 
tion of the capital stock of the com- 
pany from !?1.000,000 down to $250,- 
000. 


The explanation for this move is 


found in the fact that the state of 
West Virginia, in which the National 
company is incorporated, has recent- 
ly passed a Inw assessing- a rather 
burdensome tax upon the capital 
stock of the National company, which 


if as an even million dollars. Not near- 
ly that amount of stock had been is- 
sued, and the company finds that rhfi 
$250,000 now issued will be ample 
for its purposes. 
Consequently it 


was deemed unwise to pay an incor- 
poration tax to the state of West Vir- 
ginia upon $7.r>0,000 worth of stock 
which had never been issued, and the 
retrenchment was made today accord- 
ingly. The laws permit the increase 
of the capital stock at any time it be- 
comes noress.'iry. 


There was a large attendance of 


stockholders at the meeting .today, it 
being' the first session since the with- 
drawal of the eastern interests from 
(.he Company and the admission of 
new local capital. The matter of pro- 
posed extension of the National lines 
westward from Columbia City and 
Wabash, as well as a number of 
farmer lines, was gone over. It is the 
intention to thoroughly develop the 
Held now occupied.

AN ALLEN COUNTY PIONEER 


MRS. 
N. E. M-DONALD EXPIRES 


AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Was the Widow of a rormer Sheriff 


of This County—Mother of E. H. 


McDonald, of This City. 


Mrs. "N. E. McDonald, one of tlie 


earlier residents of Allen county and 
very widely known among older res- 
idents, died Tuesday at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. Robert Stratton, 
in Minneapolis. The sad intelligence 
of her death came Tuesday.evening in 
a telegram to her son, E. K. McDon- 
ald, of this city. 


Sirs. McDonald was seventy-nine 


years of age. She was born in the 
east, of revolutionary stock, 
her 


father having been a soldier in the 
conflict for independence. With her 
brothers, Nathan, Lucius, William 
and Wilson Palmer, she came to Al- 
len county at an early day and set- 
tled in Scipio township, when that 
section was little more than a wilder- 
ness. For a time the young1 lady 
taught school in that township. 


About 1841 she was united in mar- 


riage to William H. McDonald, who 
was prominent in the earlier history 
of the county, and who served as 
sheriff'from 1850 to 1854. For some 
years after the expiration of Mr. Mc- 
Donald's official term the family re- 
sided on their farm near this city, 
later removing to Fort Wayne, where 
Mr. McDonald died, and his widow- 
went, to make her home with her 
daughter, Mrs. Stratton. 
Twelve 


years ago they removed to Minneapo- 
lis. 


Mrs. 
McDonald 
was a widely- 


known lady of highest character; a 
representative of the type of splen- 
did pioneer spirits that 
brought 


about the material ami social develop- 
ment of this section, during its earlier 
days, and she enjoyed in the fullest 
measure the warmest friendship and 
esteem of all who knew her. There 
are three surviving children—E. H. 
McDonald, of this city; Dr. B. P. Mc- 
Donald, of Goshen, and Mrs. Robert 
Stratton, of Minenapolis. 


It is thought the interment will oc- 


cur .it Minneapolis.

RAILROADS BADLY BLOCKED 


WORST SNOWFALL FOR MAN^l 


YEARS. 


Pittsburgh, April 3. --From parly 


morning until noon Ptttsbuig lias 
been in the toils of one of the worst 
snow storms ever experienced in this 
region. 


At about 6 o'clock this -morning a 


heavy, clinging snow began falling 
and it was not long before wires be- 
gan snapping in all directions and 
telegraph, telephone and trolley car 
service to all the suburbs was prac- 
tically suspended. 


Miles of poles .ire down, making1 


tha streets literally a. net work ofi 
wires. 
East End aud Wilkinsburg 


are cut off from tho city proper ex- 
cept by steam railway. 
Allegheny 


aud the south side are in almost thfi 
same plight, while Knoxville IUIB nd 
communication whatever wi lli the 
city. 


Tlie falling' wires throughout tlie 


outlying portions of the city nrada 
it extremely dangerous for pedestri- 
ans, teamsters and street car men, 
but up to noon no fatalities have been 
reported. 


The money damage in the city will 


be very lieavy. 


The unexpected and severe natura 


of the s'rorm catig-ht the local railroad 
officials off their guard and as a re- 
sult the condition-of traffic upon tha 
eastern roads is terrible. 
On the 


Pennsylvania the • wires are down 
along1 .the entire system Taetwecri Ea?V- 
Liberty 
and 'Huntingdon. 
Trains 


are stalled at various points, the dis- 
patchers are unable to straighten out 
the tnng-le and the whole division is 
more or less paralyzed. 
The snow 


up on the mountains is from twelve
